m inutes afte r noon S aturday and ra­ 
dio reports showed 
good 
progress 
was made as far as 
Apiskagamish 
lake, in Quebec. 
From the lake there was a diffi­ 
cult flying course in front of these 
two Rockford. III., men. 
Their over­ 
land territo ry was barren and la n d ­ 
ing places were few. 
In addition 
there was th e long overw ater flight 
between th e Labrador coastline and 
the Mt. E vans r u n w a y 
about mid ­ 
land and ju s t off the coast. 
With d a w n today

word of th e men, it was almost cer­ 
tain the G re ater Rockford had been 
forced to la n d — perhaps on sea or 
perhaps on the barren district be­ 
tween Lake Aspishigamish and the 
Labradoria n coast. 
A lan d in g at sea probably would 
have been disastrous. 
Their plane 
was not equipped for a Witter land­ 
ing. 
There w'ere no flying fields avail 
able to these men in northern Que­

P o v erty is a terrible thin#, says the Baltimore Sun. 
It forces 
the day laborer to ride to work on a street car. 
It makes the rest 
of us come to the office when we had rather put in a glorious day 
at golf. 
It prevents us from buying more than two editions of the 
evening paper. 
It makes us shine our own shoes and take last 
year's straw hat to l>e cleaned. 
It calls for sacrifices such as eat­ 
ing oranges instead of grapefruit 
for breakfast 
and having 
warmed-over Sunday roasts for Monday’s dinner, 
Poverty stricken people must make up their minds to Im? con­ 
tent without hardwood floors and to live on a single bathroom. 
They cannot buy an electric washing machine and a radio in the 
same year. 
They must bear the social stigma of giving their 
guests domestic ginger ale and salted peanuts instead of salted 
almonds. 
They cannot go to the movies more than twice a week 
and must get their books from the public library. 
If men smoke domestic tobacco Instead of imported, if women 
use a less well-know’n brand of perfume, if a man has to cut his 
own grass and a woman simply hasn’t a decent thing to wear and 
the children can’t go sent off to camp, the trouble is poverty. 
Poverty makes it so hard to keep in silk stockings and up to 
the latest style in shoes. 
It condemns one for life to a party line 
and prevents your putting more than a dollar a week in a savings 
bank. 
It makes you shiver every time you open the bill from the 
country club and groan when you lose a golf ball or tip a caddy. 
Poverty-stricken people cannot trade in their old car each year 
for a new one. 
If they go to Europe they must take tourist pass­ 
age, which is so annoying. 
Poverty drives a man to cudgel his 
brains as to where the next installment is coming from that he 
owes on the mortgage, the motor car, the radio, the vacuum 
cleaner, the range, the furniture, the electric refrigerator, the 
thermostat, the fire-prt vent ion system and the other necessities of 
middle-class life*.

the members of the family, are adjuncts of general triflingness.

Controlled Discases.

another for dairy and breeding pur­ 
poses. Tuberculosis tests of tills stock 
have resulted In the discovery and re­ 
moval of reactors averaging somewhat 
over 250 a month.

“Along with the aggressive cam­ 
paign of eradication, Hie administra­ 
tive officials have controlled the spread 
of the disease.

Tuberculosis tests of this stock 
have resulted in the discovery and re­ 
moval of reactors averaging somewhat 
over 250 a month.
